He Is Risen
And when the gabbath was past, Mary Magdalene, 

and Mary the mother of James, and Salome, had bought 
sweet spices, that they might come and anoint him. And 
very early in the morning1 the first day of the week, they 
came unto the sepulchre at the rising of the sun. And 
they said among themselves, Who shall roll us away the 
stone from the door of the sepulchre?

And, behold, there was a great earthquake: for the 
angol of the Lord descended from heaven, and came and 
rolled back the stone frpm the door, and sat upon it. 
His countenance was like lightning, and his raiment white 
as snow: and for fear of him the keepers did sjiake, and 
became as dead men. '

And the angel answered and said unto the women. 
Fear not ye: for 1 know that ye seek Jesus, which was 
crucified. He is not here: for he is risen, as he said. 
Come, see the place where the Lord lay. And go quickly, 
and tell his disciples that he is risen from the dead; and 
behold, he goeth before you into Galilee; there shall ye 
see him: lo, I have told you.

And entering into the sepulchre, they saw a young 
man sitting on the right side, clothed in a long white gar­ 
ment; and they were affrighted. And he saith unto them, 
Be not affrighted: Ye seek Jesus of Nazareth, which was 
crucified: he is risen; he is not here: behold the place 
where they laid him. But go your way, tell his disciples 
and Peter that he goeth before you into (lalilee: there 
shall ye see him, as he said unto you. And they went out 
quickly, and fled from the sepulchre; for they trembled 
and were amazed: neither said they any thing to any 
man; for they were afraid.

And it came to pass, as they were much perplexed 
there-about, behold, two men stood by them in shining 
garments: and as they were afraid, and bowed down 
their faces to the earth, they said unto them, Why stek 
ye the living'among the dead? He is not here, but is risen : 
remember how he spake unto you when he was yet in 
Galilee, saying. The Son of man must be delivered into 
the hands of sinful men, and be crucified, and the third 
day-rise again. And they remembered his words, and re­ 
turned from the sepulchre, and told all these things unto 
the eleven, and to all the rest. It was Mary Magdalene, 
and Joanna, and Mary the mother of James, and other 
women that were with them, which told these thing? 

They have taken away the Lord 
out of the sepulchre, and we know not where they have 
laid him. And their words seemed to them as idle tales, 
and they believed them not.

Recent gang activities involv­ 
ing dangerous weapon* such as 
nhotguns, revolvers, chains, 
switchblade knives, and other 
types today brought a warning 
from the police department and 
.Judge Donald S. Armstrong of 
the Municipal Court.

Several arrests have been made 
for carrying concealed weapons.

The guns have been confiscated 
by the court and ordered des­ 
troyed.

Armstrong passed sentences of 
30 days in the county jail and 
placed those convicted on proba­ 
tion for two years.

The Torrance Police Depart­ 
ment h:<s great pride in the 
youth of the city, it was declared 
by Capt. .John Maestri. Thpy are 
proud of the fact that. 99 r r of 
the youths are upstanding young 
people.

It is this very small minority 
that lends to cause the difficul­ 
ties, he said. The only way that 
the police and courts c«n make 
the streets safe is through coop­ 
eration of parents.

Recently hoodlums are driving 
in their own cars, and for no ap­ 
parent reason take shots at by­ 
standers, no matter who they 
might be. Several have been ser­ 
iously injured from these acts of 
violence.

Armstrong has set the policy 
in his court that stiff jail sen­ 
tences, ranging up to six months, 
will be given to the violators 
from age 18.

The police departmpnt will en­ 
force curfew rigidly. The curfew 
pertains to all juveniles below 
age IS.

Parnjits should realise Maestri 
said, that in making streets safe, 
occasionally a teen-ager may be 
picked up and taken to the sta­ 
tion. Parents are notified to go 
to the station to pick him up.

In these situations, some of the 
good must suffer for the acts of 
the bad.

Any teen-ager who has legiti­ 
mate business on the streets will 
not be troubled by the curfew 
law if they are accompanied by 
an adult or if they are. on their

\vay home from the show or a 
dance or any o t h t r typa of 
amusement.

The law will be enforced when 
loiterers hang around street cor­ 
ners, drive-ins, and other place.! 
for no apparent reason.

"With the cooperation of the 
parents, the police department 
and the Court feel that we can 
make our city a more wholcsom*, 
healthier and safer place for our 
citizens to reside," said Maestri.

Armstrong also said entirely 
too many adults are being 
brought before h i m for shop­ 
lifting and that in the futur* 
his policy will be a straight jail 
sentence, with no fine involved.

It must be fully understood 
that if they are brought up on 
a second offense, the sentence 
will be prison, Armstrong Raid.
